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Erica: or Tis a Little Past Sixty Years Ago 


Sixty years ago last autumn 
the then four-year-old cow Erica 
843 was taken north from Kin- 
naird Castle to  Ballindalloch 
Castle. No transaction in con- 
nection with the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed stands out with 
greater prominence, for through 
the whole world-wide fabric of 
Aberdeen-Angus breeding there 
has been interwoven by succes- 
sive generations of descendants 
the blood of this most notable matron of the breed. There can 
scarcely be a herd of the breed at the present day that has not in 
its upbuilding drawn upon this source, and today the Erica tribe is 
perhaps the most numerous of the great Aberdeen-Angus family, 
outnumbering even it is believed the descendants of that other fa- 
mous matron of the same time, Pride of Aberdeen 581. It is indeed 
a singular coincidence that these two cows were calves of the same 
year, and that they should prove the foundresses of the two most 
popular and most numerous families of the breed, six and a half de- 
cades later. In these few notes no attempt is made to write an ex- 
haustive account of the Erica family, for to do so even in abridged 
form would mean the writing of the later-day history of the Aber- 
deen-Angus breed, for there is scarcely a herd in the world that has 
not a percentage of Erica blood in its composition, while in show- 
yard triumphs and sale records members of the family hold a fore- 
most place. ; . 

Erica, like her kinswoman Pride of Aberdeen, was calved in 
1857. She was bred by Lord Southesk, who maintained a famous 
herd at Kinnaird Castle—an old seat of Aberdeen-Angus breeding, 
which present-day supporters of the breed would rejoice to see re- 
established. Her sire was Cupbearer, a bull calved in 1850, and 
bred by Mr. Alex. Bowie, Mains of Kelly. In Volume I of the Herd 
Book there are entries of twenty-two bulls and sixteen cows after 
him, including Erica. As a two-year-old he was purchased by the 
Earl of Southesk from his breeder, the purchase price being £60. 
He had already acquired showyard fame, his wins including first at 
the Eastern Forfarshire Show in 1851, first at the Perth Highland 
Show in 1852, first at the Royal Northern in 1853, first at the High- 
land Show in 1854, first at the Angus Show in 1856, and that same 
year he was awarded a prize at the Concours Agricole at Paris. It 
is well to remember that these exhibitions on French soil did a great 
deal for the development of the breed, and it is interesting to recall 
that Cupbearer did his “bit” in this respect, paving the way along 
with his half-brother, Hanton, the same year for the greater vic- 
tories of some of their descendants, when the Aberdeen-Angus breed 
was to be placed in the forefront of the world’s cattle breeds. Every 
student of Aberdeen-Angus lore knows of course that Cupbearer, 
the only calf of Rose of Kelly, was half-brother to Hanton, the sire 
of Pride of Aberdeen,both being by the Keillor-bred Pat 29. Pat 
must have been an impressive sire to have even two such sons to 
his credit. He had show-yard qualifications too, though owing to 
a large tumour he was only once exhibited, namely as a three-year- 
old at Brechin. He had to walk eighteen miles to the show, but 
managed to get a premium in the aged class. Though stated in the 
Herd Book to have been bred by Mr. Hugh Watson, Pat was really 
calved to Mr. Bowie, who purchased the dam, in calf to Old Jock I 
at Mr. Watson’s sale in September, 1848. And despite the appar- 
ent mixing up in the early davs of the Keillor Jocks, it is interest- 
ing to recall that Emily 332, the dam of Erica, is also by Old Jock 
1, thus binding together in close relationship the two great families

of Ballindaloch Ericas and Tilly- 
four Prides. Emily 332 was calv- 
ed in 1852 and was bred by Mr. 
Hugh Watson, from whom she 
was purchased as a yearling by 
the Earl of Southesk. So far as 
can be traced she had only three 
calves, two bulls, Epicure, calved 
in 1855, and Ethelred, calved in 
1858, and between these two came 
her only daughter Erica. Erica 
was calved on May 4, 1857, but 
being neither an early nor a very strong calf she was not shown as 
a yearling. In the autumn of 1858 the late Mr. John Collie, Ardgay, 
saw her at Kinnaird, and strongly advised Lord Southesk to put 
her into showyard form for the following year, with the result that 
she was first at the Angus Association’s Show at Dundee. As a 
two-year-old cow she was sent to the Highland, which took place 
that year at Edinburgh, but unfortunately she was “for certain 
reasons” temporarily out of form, exhibiting too much slackness in 
the back, and she failed to find a place. That year Pride of Aber- 
deen, “probably the best heifer of the breed yet seen,” was first. 
As a four-year-old cow Erica again made an appearance in a High- 
land show-yard. On that occasion Mr. John Collie, Ardgay, was 
first with Mayflower 314, bred at Mulben, and the foundress of a 
family worthy of greater attention than is now paid it. Another 
Mayflower shown by Mr. R. Walker, Montbletton, was second, and 
third came Erica, shown by her breeder, the Earl of Southesk. That 
same year she was also first at the Angus Association’s Show at 
Arbroath. 

The herd at Kinnaird was then under the charge of the late Mr. 
John Peter, elder brother of that veteran and widely respected judge 
and gentleman, Mr. James Peter, so well known as agent for Lord 
Fitzhardinge, Berkeley. In course of a communication, which Mr. 
Peter very kindly sent the writer, he makes reference to Erica as 
“the great breeding cow,” and continues, “I led her into the sale- 
ring at Kinnaird when the late Sir George Macpherson Grant 
bought her. She was not big, but full of quality, with a beautiful 
head, neck and shoulders, and well sprung rib. She stood on short 
legs, but was not so level in her rumps as she might have been. She 
carried a fine mossy coat of hair, and though not altogether a show 
animal was of undeniable quality.” Sir George Macpherson Grant 
attended the sale at Kinnaird in the autumn of 1861 accompanied by 
his then manager, Mr. James Mackay, who did the actual bidding. 
At his last bid Sir George told him not to offer more, to which old 
Mr. Mackay made reply—“I came here to buy her, and I would like 
to do so.” With that the hammer fell, and at 50 gs. Erica was pass- 
ed out to join the Ballindalloch herd. It was certainly one of the 
most far-reaching transactions in the Aberdeen-Angus or any other 
breed. An illimitable field for speculation is opened up by the 
double contingency (I) if Erica had not been bought by Sir George 
Macpherson Grant, and (2) if she had stayed on at Kinnaird and 
shared the destiny that shortly afterwards overcame that herd ow- 
ing to the dire visitation of rinderpest. 

At the time of the sale, Erica was in calf to Windsor 221, a 
son of Hanton, the sire of Pride of Aberdeen. Windsor was bred by 
Mr. Wm. M’Combie, Tillyfour, but had early passed into the owner- 
ship of Mr. George Brown, Westertown, by whom he was shown as 
a yearling in 1857 when he was first at the Royal Northern and 
other shows. In 1858 he won first honours at the Aberdeen High- 
land, and the same year he was purchased from Mr. Brown by the 
Earl of Southesk for £180. In 1859 his (Continued on page 18

“We have just finished tabulating the 
prizes won while on the Canadian show cir-

We also sold Knight of Rose- 
mere 5th a full brother to Knight of Rose- 
mere 4th a year younger, being a two-year- 
old show bull. Mr. A. A. Davidson, of Ed- 
monton, Alta., took the two-year-old bull. He 
is by Oakville Quiet Lad and out of Night- 
ingale of Woodlawn 8th by Earl Blackbird. 
Mr. Davidson was very anxious to secure a 
good Quiet Lad bull to use in his small but 
select herd of females and was very well 
pleased with his choice. ae 

Harry Leader, of Portage La Prairie, 
bought the three-year-old bull Prizemere 
12th and a senior heifer calf Blackcap C. B. 
18th. Prizemere 12th is by Meraman of 
Tierra Alta and out of a dam by Oakville 
Quiet Lad. He is an exceptionally well bred 
bull, his pedigree being replete with such 
outstanding individuals of both show and 
breeding fame as Eraman, Kloman, Oakville 
Quiet Lad, Black Woodlawn, Western Star, 
Moroone and Queen McHenry 47th. The 
heifer Blackcap C. B. 18th is almost as well 
bred as Prizemere 12th, her sire being 
Queenmere and dam Blackcap C. B., both of 
these having very good breeding records in 
our herd. Her pedigree contains*such out- 
standing animals as Black Peer, Prince Ito 
2nd, Floretta of Cherokee, Woodlawn Black- 
bird Lad, Earl Eric of Ballindalloch and 
Ebrito and Eblito.—Otto V. Battles.

Dear Editor:— 


Since we are so fond of hearing from our 
fellow breeders through the Journal I shail 
take time in my haste to give an account of 
the doings of the Doddies down in the hills 
‘of Blount County, East Tennessee; hoping 
that my fellow breeders may also be inter- 
ested in hearing from us as well. Since the 
wheels of the universe have been revolving 
so rapidly during the years of war and are 
now slowing down so slow, in fact, almost 
suddenly stopping, it takes the strength and 
activity of an athelete to keep from going 
on our heads and breaking our necks. Nev- 
ertheless we hope when the wheels get to 
revolving normally to be found still sticking 
on at the same old place raising doddies in 
the hills, but if we should lose our footing an 
get a fall, we hope to get up with our face 
toward the hills with a few good heifers, 
strong in the blood of Oakville Quiet Lad, 
Edinburg, Earl Marshall and Erwin C. as we 
are using their sons as herd bulls. So come 
to the same old place, and if we are not 
there make inquiry and you will be directed 
on back a little further in the hills. 

Everybody and everything have been ac- 
cused of striking or loafing on the job of late 
but I can say of the doddies, they have con- 
tinued faithful in their gathering of the 
grasses from off the rough hills and con- 
verting it into prime beef and milk. They 


were our dependence for milk, meat, and 
money in the days of high prices and now in 
these days of low prices they still continue 
faithful. They have never struck for shorter 
hours nor higher wages but continue to eat 
grass and grow fatter and fairer. We have 
just gone through our annual tuberculin test 
and all came through as usual without even 
a suspect which speaks well for the hill pas- 
tures. We have had about forty calves since 
our sale in the spring, about seventy-five per 
cent of them have been heifers, and it has 
not been necessary to render any assistance 
only in one case. In fact they have all been 
up and a-going when I arrived on the spot. 

While it has not been much of a time to 
make money from sales of Aberdeen-Angus 
I think it is a fine time to build our herds 
and sow Angus seed. For my part I have 
been selling all my good bull calves to my 
neighbors and steering none of them except 
those which fail to be good enough to make 
bulls. I can’t see how we cam ever go any- 
where by steering our bulls just because we 
can’t get what they are worth. We had bet- 
ter take what we can get until we can what 
they are worth. The patient sometimes gets 
so low that we have to encourage his appe- 
tite or else he will starve to death. So with 
the cattle business. If we don’t put our bulls 
out and try to induce the public to use them, 
I fear sometimes we will lose our patient. I 
don’t think we should go to too much ex- 
pense under present conditions and prices in 
pampering our bulls, but take care of them 
in an economical way and when prices get 
better we can grow out our best calves. Our 
Blount County breeders are all holding stiff 
and using good bulls. We all like the dod- 
dies and expect to stay in the business (if 
we can) so come and see us and our cattle as 
we prefer to show them in the hills rather 
than in the fairs.—John Hitch. 


Aberdeen, Scotland, August 1, 1922. 
Editor Aberdeen-Angus Journal: 


A shipment of 300 Aberdeen-Angus steers 
arrived at Antwerp on 23rd May 1922 from 
the Argentine. These cattle, which arrived 
in good condition after a voyage of 42 days, 
weighed 565 kilos (1243 lbs.) live weight, 
and they sold ‘40 centimes per kilo live 
weight dearer than average Shorthorn Ar- 
gentine cattle. This was the first lot of Ab- 
erdeen-Angus landed from the Argentine at 
Antwerp. 

Particulars of the sale were, by request, 
supplied to Mr. James R. Barclay, Secretary 
of the Aberdeen-Angus Cattle Society, by 
Messrs. Poels & Co., Cattle Importers and 
Exporters and Live Stock Salesmen, Ant- 
werp, who add the following to their Report: 
—“‘We think it would be very wise if the Ar- 
gentine breeders took more to the Aberdeen- 
Angus breed, at least if they want the Ar- 
gentine live cattle appreciated on European 
Continental markets.” 

In order that the difference in price 
might be stated authoritatively, and based 
on the exchange current at the date of the 
sale, the Report by Messrs. Poels & Co. was 
lodged with the Market Branch, North Scot- 
land and Town and County Bank, Ltd., Ab- 
erdeen, and the Report issued by the Bank 
shows that the extra amount secured by 
the sale of the 300 Aberdeen-Angus steers 
over a similar number of Shorthorn steers 
works out at 67,800 frances, which, converted 
into English money, at that date equals 
£1261 7s 10d. The equivalent in Argentine 
money at the rates of exchange on the date 
of the sale amounts to 6787.75 dollars. Had 
par rates of exchange prevailed on the date 
of the transaction the respective figures 
would have been £2687 16s 2d and 13,557.6 
dollars.—Jas.

“Edgewood” Angus. 
Along about 1912 Mr. E. L. Parish, of 
Grinnell, Iowa, founded his splendid Edge- 


wood herd of Doddies. There are now sixty 
head of females in the herd and this gentle- 
man reports about a dozen bulls including 
the Erica herd bull, Sir Eric 12th 292942, by 
Black Pass 2d 243306 and out of Erica of 
penning 9th 240994 by Black Monarch 5th 
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Special Report by F. W. Crawford 


The following were exhibitors of Aber- 
deen-Angus cattle: Congdon & Battles, 
Yakima, Wash.; James D. McGregor, Bran- 
don, Man.; Harry Leader, M. P. Burnside, 
Man.; James Turner, Carroll, Man.; Joseph 
Story, Grandview, Man.; and William Porter- 
field, Barndon, Manitoba. 

The awards were placed by Mr. Leslie 
Smith of St. Cloud, Minnesota. 

The first appearance of several herds that 
had not previously been on the main circuit 
made the competition interesting and of 
course resulted in some very important 
changes in the placings. It may also be stat- 
ed that some of the earlier placings were 
seriously upset by Mr. Smith. However it 
is generally conceded that his work was ex- 
tremely efficient, fair and impartial, result- 
ing in most satisfactory decisions in_ all 
classes. The work was performed rapid!y 
and without any hesitation. In every case 
the judge had his mind firmly made up be- 
fore the awards were placed. In the older 
bull classes McGregor secured the honors, 
but in the younger classes and in most of the 
female classes Congdon & Battles secured 
the lion’s share of the honors, while McGreg- 
or had something of an advantage in the 
groups. Mr. Porterfield showed an extreme- 
ly good youngster in the senior yearling buil 
class. We had expected that this calf would 
go to junior champion, but he did not make 
it. James Turner of Carroll, Manitoba won 
on his two-year-old, later securing the grand 
championship and Mr. Harry Leader of 
Burnside, was strongest in heifer calves 
where he secured first and fourth. He also 
won third with his bull Prizmere 12th. Jo- 
seph Story of Dauphin won in the junior bull 
calf class and secured second on his senior 
yearling heifer. 

In aged bulls “Blackcap Revolution” won 
fairly easily, being the outstanding animal. 
Although the judge took considerable time 
over the next two, it was apparent that the 
bull Pride 2nd of Page shown by McGregor 
should win over Mr. Leaders Prizemere 12th. 
The Page bull is somewhat thicker fleshed 
and stronger in his top line, but he does not 
possess the masculine character of the Lead- 
er bull. Congdon & Battles were forced into 
fourth place with Blackbirdman C. B. 5th. 
There were only two bulls out in the two- 
year-old class and in the senior yearling 
class. McGregor won the former and Port- 
erfield the latter with one of the best bulls 
in the show, a son of Espoir Marshall, bred 
by Howard Fraleigh, Forest, Ontario. Bat- 
tles won both junior yearling and senior calf 
and secured the junior championship on the 
calf Queenmere 15th. The grand champion- 
ship went to Blackcap Revolution with the 
Congdon & Battles calf in the reserve. Most 
“ the bull places were in line with former 
shows. 


The aged cow class produced the first im- 
portant reversal of former placing when Mr. 
Smith put the first prize cow at Saskatoon 
in third place with the cow Ridgelawn Bar- 
bara shown by Congdon & Battles the win- 
ner. Blackbird 226th another McGregor en- 
try was second. Leader got fourth with his 
cow Blackwood Lady E of Page and Turner 
was in 5th place with Smithfield Lady. Two 
year old heifers brought out the grand cham- 
pion female in Mr. James Turner’s Karama 
of Glencarnock 2d, an easy winner in her 
class, where she was followed in second and 
third places by two McGregor entries and 
the Congdon & Battles heifer in fourth. Bat- 


tles won both the senior and junior yearling 
classes and for the first time Queen of Rose- 
mere 15th, the junior yearling, was awarded 
the junior championship over her stable mate 
Erica C. B. 4th. This heifer was later re- 
serve to the grand championship. The next 
change of importance came in the heifer 
calf class where Leader won decisively with 
Blackeap C. B. 18th a beautiful smooth little 
heifer, with plenty of type and character. 
She was followed by Barbara C. B. 2nd 
shown by Congdon & Battles, McGregor was 
third and Leader was fourth with Blackwood 
of Northlane.

Owing to the fact that age had impaired 
his usefulness, the great breeding bull Ed- 
ward of Glencarnock -5948- was __ recently 
sent to the butcher by Jas. D. McGregor of 
Brandon, Manitoba. Edward was a son of 
Leroy 3rd of Meadow Brook the Internation- 
al grand champion in 1912. Leroy was a 
son of the great bull Lucy’s Prince, three 
times an International champion. The dam 
of Edward was Pride of Cherokee 19th a 
great show cow in her younger days and lat- 
er a most successful breeder. This cow was 
an American bred daughter of the imported 
Ballindalloch bred bull Edward R. Edward 
was calved April 20, 1912, and was fitted for 
show until one year old when he was un- 
fortunately foundered. He was then let 
down and later used in the breeding herd. He 
undoubtedly proved to be the most valuable 
sire that Jas. D. McGregor had ever used. 
He is best known as the sire of the bull 
Blackcap McGregor -12813-, many times 2 
winner and himself a gereat breeder. At 
the shows this year in western Canada there 
were three daughters of Blackcap McGregor, 
that were the three outstanding females of 
the shows. Blackbird of Glencarnock 5th, 
shown by C. B. Richardson was the grand 
champion at Calgary and Edmonton. Elsa 
Erica of Glenrose, shown by S. C. Prichard 
was the grand champion at Saskatoon. Ka- 
rama of Glencarnock 2nd, shown by James 
Turner, was the grand champion at Brandon 
and Regina. All these were grand daughters 
of Edward. There are many others that 
might be mentioned, but it is sufficient to 
say that two years ago when the Farmers 
Advocate of Winnipeg made a survey 0 
breeding in Angus cattle, as shown by the 
show yard winnings, it was shown that as 4 
sire of winners Edward was away in te 
fore-front of all others.

North Dakotan for Aberdeen-Angus. 


Mr. John E. Johnson, of Danzig, North 
Dakota, breeder of Aberdeen-Angus cattle 
and Percheron horses offers testimony in 
favor of the Doddies as against all other 
breeds in his section of the country. In a 
letter he says: “I bought two cows and a 
bull calf from R. A. Candor, of Cogswell, 
North Dakota. One of the cows and the bull 
were bred by L. A. Candor, of Aledo, Illinois, 
in 1905. I still have the first calf raised 
from Marion of Pope River and this cow has 
been a regular producer, having a bull calf 
at foot now. At seventeen years of age she 
looks as good as many common cows do at 
seven, that is she would make a good cutter. 
During these years I have sold all my bulls 
at the farm to my neighbors and I expect to 
do so in the future. 

“There are no cattle as hardy as the An- 
gus, that is if they are not pampered when 
they are calves. My cattle hustle all winter 
while there are other cattle standing around 
freezing. I wean my calves November Ist, 
feed them all the prairie hay they want 


along with a few oats. Turn them on pas- 
ture about May 15th. My older cattle rustle 
winter and summer and I feed only when 
necessary. 

“I also find that the Angus weigh more 
at one year old than the other breeds they 
have around here. I know because I buy and 
ship cattle every month from June until fall 
and where I sell the yearling heifers of other 
breeds for stock heifers at from four to five 
and one-half cents per pound, I often get 
seven cents for good fat Angus yearling 
heifers right from the pasture. They sel- 
dom sell below five and one-half cents. 

“My advice to the young man is to get 
a few good Angus heigers and a good bull 
and he will make his money easier than by 
raising small grain. I sell my cattle on a 
money back guarantee and so far I have not 
had a single one returned.” 

The men who have been wondering whe- 
ther or not the Aberdeen-Angus cattle would 
rustle along with other breeds have here 
another assurance that they will. These 
same men will please refer to other issues 
telling of the superior rustling qualities of 
the Doddies before they consider the stories

Kentuckian Asks for Suggestions. 

Mr. W. L. Neal, of Danville, Kentucky, 
who has a splendid herd of Aberdeen-Angus 
cattle seems to have struck a rut and now 
asks that someone make a suggestion as to 
what the Kentucky breeders should do to 
keep their cattle from going down. Our ob- 
servation has been that the locality, whether 
it be the immediate community, a county or 
a state, must necessarily organize and get 
behind any sort of a proposition with a de- 
termined purpose of putting it across if it 
is to be the success which has been hoped 
for. Such effort requires time and money 
expenditure. Publicity is the key to success 
these days. Surely Kentucky with all her 
great wealth of resources favorable to grow- 
ing good cattle is an ideal place to promote 
the Aberdeen-Angus business and it would 
seem that judicious advertising through the 
local press would acquaint those interested 
in the superior qualities of the Aberdeen- 
Angus and eventually create a demand for 
the products of all the now good herds of 
that state. Possibly others might have a 
suggestion to offer so we are giving below 
Mr. Neal’s letter in the hope of bringing out 
suggestions that will enable us to get things 
moving along the right channels: 

“T enclose $1.00 bill for a year’s subscrip- 
tion to the Journal. I started in the Angus 
business in 1915 with 3 cows, did very well 
until the past two years (selling bulls) since 
that time I have made steers of all my bull 
calves. 

“The name of my herd is Hill Top. I 
have 32 head of females; name of my herd 
bull is Blackbird Royal 12th 313306, a Fourth 
Branch Blackbird with Blackcap top. This 
bull was champion of 5 state fairs in 1920 as 
a junior calf. I will sell all or any part of 
my herd at a bargain. I have 8 bull calves 
and 8 heifer calves at present. 

“What is our trouble in Kentucky? We 
have never been able to do any real business. 
I have taken pains to get a good bull each 
time. My county agent tells me I have the 
best all around tom of cows he has seen 
anywhere in the state. We did have a field 
agent for the south, hired by the association. 
I have never been able to find the breeder 
who has ever had him call on him. Please 
suggest something through ‘your paper for 
the Kentucky breeder to do to keep our An- 
gus from going down. 

“I paid more for my bull than I can sell 
10 cows for at present, and I still think he 
is worth what I paid and more too. I be- 
lieve in good cows and better bulls.”

BRITISH IMPORTING MORE AMERICAN PORK PRODUCTS; 
WILL THIS REFLECT IN OUR CATTLE MARKET? 


In a recent issue of the Market Reports issued by the United 
States Department of Agriculture the statement is made that the 
percentage of pork and pork products imported by the United King- 
dom from the United States was 1.13 per cent higher than during 
the corresponding period of 1921, according to statistics recently 
published by the British Government. During the first six months 
of the current year the total imported hog products of the United 
Kingdom amounted to 570,242,000 pounds of which 341,309,000 
pounds were supplied by the United States. In other words the Unit- 
ed States furnished 94.7 per cent of the British lard imports, 93 per 
cent of the ham imports and 44 per cent of the imports of bacon. 
Denmark being the chief competitor in bacon trade. It just occurs 
to the Journal that through this increased meat supply to the United 
Kingdom together with the increased supply of fats to Germany 
there is.assured a good steady pork market at reasonably strong 
prices which condition can scarcely exist without reflecting favorab- 
ly in the beef market as our industrial affairs slowly return to nor- 


mal following the coal mining and railway troubles which have sure- 


ly set us back nearly a year in our complete return. And again with 
increased trouble looming in the near east the chances for an in- 
creased meat demand are quite apparent. Altogether it would seem

Iowa State Fair, Des Moines 


August 23 to September 1 


Iowa’s sixty-eighth fair and exposition was 
a grand success in the minds of cattle lovers 
for there were feasts and feasts for the ap- 
parently hungry eyes at the ringside. Never 
in the history of the fair was the interest so 
intense in the Aberdeen-Angus section as it 
was this year. The seats were filled and the 
lower isles packed with interested spectators 
all during the time that the placings were 
being made by Judge A. C. Binnie who was 
highly complimented on all sides upon his 
careful and painstaking work. 

One hundred forty-eight head were shown 
in the breeding classes, a number of the boys 
who showed in the heifer clubs bringing their 
heifers into the open competition. While 
they failed to get very far down the line nev- 
ertheless they are to be congratulated upon 
their making a try and they surely will prof- 
it by the close contact with the older show- 
men. They will land in the money some of 
these days. Contrary to other years this was 
almost an all Iowa show, J. Garret Tolan, of 
Farmingdale, Illinois, having the only out of 
state herd. 

Seven aged bulls constituted the first show 
and it was an excellent class. Leahy’s Black 
Star Altar went to the top, he was a mas- 
sive, strong topped, deep, evenly covered 
bull, however he found an exceedingly close 
second in Escher & Ryan’s Blackcap Baton, 
a bull that was better in some points, being 
lower set, slightly neater in the shoulders 
and possibly a trifle better at the rump and 
quarters.

lordship exhibited Windsor at the High- 
land, when he was not only first in 
his class, but won the male champion- 
ship of the breed. The produce of this 
mating was Guardsman of Ballindalloch 658. 
Of this bull history tells us very little. For 
two years no produce is recorded out of 
Erica, and then after two females to be no- 
ted later, came the calf of 1868, known as 
Cupbearer of Ballindalloch 451, by Trojan 
402. As a two-year-old Cupbearer was sec- 
ond at the Highland, giving way there to 
that member of the great triumvirate of 
Jilts, Juryman, the sire of Erica’s greatest 
son. Exciseman 478, the calf of 1871, was 
by Victor of Ballindalloch, bred at Montblet- 
ton, and descended from Balwyllo stock. He 
sired among other cows Eva 984, dam of 
Iliad’s sire, herself a frequent National win- 
ner. Victor of Ballindalloch was also suc- 
cessful at local shows. Exciseman was the 
first instance of Sir George using a bull of 
which he had been the mating breeder, and 
as the sire of Jewess 1916, one of the best 
Jilts ever bred, he must find a niche in the 
breed’s roll of honour. Greatest, however, 
of Erica’s sons was Elcho 595, by Juryman, 
and calved in 1872, being indeed the last re- 
corded calf of the then fifteen-year-old ma- 
tron, though Erica lived till September 1873. 
Elcho was sold as a two-year-old to Mr. John 
Grant, Advie, and was used there during the 
seasons 1874-5-6, leaving sixty-five calves. 
In the autumn of 1876 he was purchased 
back to Ballindalloch; two years later he 
joined the Earl of Strathmore’s herd at Gla- 
mis, and in 1881 he was purchased by the 
Earl of Airlie. In 1885, when thirteen years 
old, he was bought back by Mr. Grant, Ad- 
vie, who however passed him to Sir George 
Macpherson Grant, and from Ballindalloch 
he was in November 1886 sent to the: butch- 
er. 


Erica had a similar number of heifer 
calves.. To the home-bred Chieftain 318 she 
produced Erica 2nd 1284, the foundress of 
the Chieftain Erica branch, through which 
was to come Young Viscount, whose dam, 
Erica 3rd, a daughter of Erica 2nd, had been 
acquired at Ballindalloch by his breeder Mr. 
Duff, Hillockhead. Young Viscount was pur- 
chased at 225 gs.—then the record price of 
the breed—at the Gavenwoood sale in 1878, 
and besides being a great show bull he had 
powers as a breeder which had never before 
as they have perhaps never since been equal- 
led. When we recall that Edelweiss 5605, the 
dam of Evergreen and of Edric, Elba 7045, 
dam of Esquire and Enthusiast, and dearly 
loved by American fanciers, and Edvisca 
9924, through whose one daughter Edista 
sprang a numerous tribe, are numbered 
amongst his daughters, we cite a strong rea- 
son for a greater share of patronage being 
bestowed on the apt-to-be-over-looked Chief- 
tain Ericas. Eisa 977, the calf. of 1867, and 
Enchantress 981, the calf of 1869, founded 
the Trojan Erica branch, which occupies 
place of honour amongst pedigree connois- 
seurs of the breed. Trojan was purchased in 
1864 from Mr. M’Combie, having previously 
been first at the Newcastle Royal, second at 
Aberdeen, and third at the Stirling High- 
land. Being out of Charlotte 203, he was 
uterine brother to Pride of Aberdeen, thus 
introducing a further stream of the blood of 
the Tillyfour premier family. On both sides 
of the Atlantic and indeed where ever breed- 
ing in Aberdeen-Angus cattle is valued the 
descendants of these two daughters of Erica 
are held in the highest repute, while show- 
yard and sale-ring honours have fallen thick 
and fast to their lot.
